21 . Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of 
training for about two years , Candidates will be enrolled 
under the Army Act as gentlemen cadets Gentlemen cadets 
will be dealt with for ordinary disciplinary purposes under 
the rules and regulations of the Indian Military Academy. 

22. While the cost of training including Accommodation , 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment, will be 
borne by Government, candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves. The minimum expenses at 
the Indian Military Academy are not likely to exceed Rs. 40 
per mengem . If a cadet s parent or guardian is unable to meet 
wholly or partly even this expenditure , financial assistance 
may be granted by the Government. No cadet whosc parent 
or guardian has an Income of Rs. 900 per mensem or above 
would be cligible for the grant of the financial assistance . 
The immoyable property and other 28gets and income from 
all sources are also taken into account for determining the 
cligibility for financial assistance. 

The parent/ guardian of a candidate , desirous of having any 
financial assistance, should immediately after his son / ward 
has been finally selected for training at the Indian Military 
Academy submit an application through the District Magis 
trate of his District who will with his recommendation for 
ward the application to the Director of Military Training , 
Army Headquarters, New Delhi. 

23 . Candidates finally selected for training at the Indian 
Military Academy will be required to deposit the following 
amount with the Commandant on arrival:

13 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify 
him for admission . 


14 . The maximum number of candidates to be admitted to 
thc cxamination may at the discretion of the Commission bc 
limited to such number as the Commission may decide. If a 
limit to imposed and the number of candidates exceeds that 
Limit, the Union Public Service Commission shall select from 
among the applicants those who shall be admitted to the ex 
amination and shall have regard in so doing to the guitability 
of the applicants for admission to the Indian Military Academy.

17 . The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare a 
List of candidates in order of their merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks awarded to each candidate at the written 
examination . The candidates, who obtain qualifying marks 
in the written examination , shall appear beforc a Services 
Selection Board for Intelligence and Personality Tests. The 
maximum marks obtainable at these tests are 900 . Candidates 
who obtain the minimum qualifying marks at the Services 
Selection Board Tests will be subjected to certain Physical 
Endurance Tests (details of which are given in Appendix IV ) 
carrying 200 marks , but no minimum qualifying marks are 
prescribed for these Tests. The candidates will then be 
placed in the final order of merit on the basis of the total 
marks secured by them in the written examination , the Ser 
vices Selection Board Tests and in the Physical Endurance 
Tests . The final selection for admission to the Indian Military 
Academy will be made in order of merit subject to medical 
fitness and suitability in all other respects and number of 
vacancies available.

24 . The following scholarships are tonable at the Military 
College, 

1. PARSHURAM BHAŲ PATWARDHAN Scholarship . 
This scholarship is awarded to cadets from Maharashtra and 
Karnatak . The value of one scholarship is upto a maximuri 
of Rs. 1,000 per annum for the duration of a caclet s stay at 
the Indian Military Academy subject to the cadet making 
satisfactory progress . The cadets who are granted this scholar 
ship will not be entitled to any other financial assistance from 
the Government , 
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2 . COLONEL KENDAL FRANK MEMORIAL Scholarship 
This scholarship is of the value of Rs. 360 / - per annum and 
is granted to an eligible Maratha cadet who should be son 
of an ex -serviceman . The scholarship is in addition to any 
financial assistance from the Government. 

25 . An outfit allowance at the rates and under the general 
conditions applicable at the time for each cadet belonging to 
the Indian Military Academy will be placed at thc disposal 
of the Commandant of the Academy. The unexpended 
portion of this allowance will be 
(a ) handed over to the cadet on his being granted a com 

mission ; or 
(b ) if he is not granted a commission , refunded to the 

State . 
On being granted a conmlaslon , articles of clothing and 
necessarics purchased from this allowance shall become the 
personal property of thc cadet. Such articles will however , be 
withdrawn from a cadet who resigns whilst under training or 
who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning . The 
articles withdrawn will be disposed of to thc best advantage 
of the State, 

26 . No candidate will normally be permitted to resign whilst 
under training. A civilian candidate who is not considered 
suitable to complcte the full coursc of training may with the 
permission of the Army Acadquarters be discharged . An Army 
candidate under these circumstances will be reverted to his 
Regiment or Corps. 

27. Commissions will be granted only on successful comple 
tion of training. The date of commission will be that follow 
ing the date of successful completion of training. Commis 
sions will be permanent,

(g) there is no squint or morbid condition of the eye or 

of thc lids which is liable to a risk of aggravation or 

recurrence . 
(c) there is no active trachoma or its complications. 
N .B . - Remedial operations are to be performed prior to 

cntry . No guarantee is given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clearly understood by the candidates 
that the decision whether an operation is desirable 
or necessary is one to be made by his private medical 
adviser , The Government will accept no liability 
regarding the result of operation or any expense in 
curred . 


28. Pay and allowances , pension , leave and other conditions 
of service, after the grant of Commlosion , will be identical 
with those applicable from time to time to regular officers of 
the Army.

8. Standards for Height, Weight and Chest measurements . 
(a ) Height 
( i) The height of a candidate will be measured by making 

hin stand against the standard with his feet together , 
The weight should be thrown on the heels and not 
on the tocs or outer sides of the feet. He will stand 
erect without rigidity and with thc heels , calves, but 
tocks and shoulders touching thc glandard ; the chin 
will be depressed to bring the vertex of the head 
level under the horizontal bar, and the height will be 

recorded in inches- and quarter parts thercof. 
( il ) The minimum acccptablc height for a candidate is 

62 inches except in the case of Gorkha, Nepalese , 
Assamese and Garhwli candidates in whose case the 
height in correlation table at (b ) (i) below may be 

reduced by two incheg. 
(b ) Weight 
(i) Weight will be taken with thc candidate fully stripped 

or with under -pants only. In recording weight, frac 
tion of a lb , will not be noted .

PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE INDIAN MILITARY 

ACADEMY 
To be passed fit for admission to the Indian Military 
Academy candllate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to interfere with the 
efficient performance of duty . 
2 . It will however be ensured that , 
(a ) there is no evidence of weak constitution , imperfect 

development, scrlous malformation or obesity . 
(b ) there is no maldevelopment or impairment of function 

of the bones or joints. 
(c) there is no impediment of speech . 
(d) there is no malformation of the head , deformity from 

fracture or depression of the bones of the skull . 
(e) there is no impaired hearing , discharge from or disease 

of either car, unhealed perforation of the tympanic 
membranes or signs of acute or chronic suppurative 
otitis media or cvidence of radical or modified radical 

mastoid operation . 
| Note . - A soundly healed perforation without any impair 
ment of the mobility of the drum and without impairment 
of hearing should not be a bar to acceptance of a candidate 
for the Army. 
( f) therc is no digcase of thc bone, or cartilages of the 

nose or nagal polypus or discase of the nasopharyax , 
(g ) there are no cnlarged glands in the neck and other 

parts of the body and that the thyroid gland is 

normal. 
N . B . - Scars of operations for the removal of tuberculous 

glands are not a cause for rejection provided that
